REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  AMD  SURVEYOR 


To:  The-  Chairman  and

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  contributing  towards  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1972  and  for  the 
opportunity  to  comment  upon  those  aspects  of  environmental  health 
which  are  my  concern. 

The  improved  levels  of  new  housing  completions,  both  in  the 
private  enterprise  and  the  Council  spheres,  achieved  in  1971,  were 
not  maintained  in  1972.  Although  as  far  as  the  private  sector  is 
concerned,  there  is  still  an  obvious  shortage  of  building  land  in 
the  district,  a total  completion  figure  of  only  slightly  over  5 0 % 
of  last  year's  figure  is  unaccountably  low  and  in  no  way  approaches 
the  contribution  towards  solving  the  housing  problems  this  sector 
ought  to  be  making. 

The  Council's  contribution  of  15  two  bedroomed  flats  is  lower 
than  in  1971,  but  nevertheless  significant  in  that  being  built  in 
Horsefair  Street,  these  flats  were  readily  suited  to  the  needs  of 
families  being  rehoused  from  houses  in  the  vicinity  required  for 
demolition  and  redevelopment.  The  initial  planning  and  commencement 
of  construction  of  a block  of  32  flats  for  the  elderly  in  Church 
Street  again  indicates  the  Council's  aims,  not  only  to  provide 
further  specialised  housing  accommodation  of  this  type,  but  also 
to  be  objective  in  lessening  the  overall  housing  demand. 

In  other  environmental  health  matters,  the  pattern  for  1972 
follows  closely  that  of  1971,  with  a continued  efficient  running  of 
the  refuse  collection  service,  no  prosecutions  for  food  offences  and 
no  emergencies  or  major  faults  in  the  sewerage  system. 

The  work  of  the  year,  however,  was  substantially  increased 
by  the  involvement  in  working  parties  and  collection  of  information 
for  Local  Government  Reorganisation. 

I would  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  the 
Members  of  the  Council  for  their  continued  confidence  and  assistance 
during  the  year.  I would  also  like  to  thank  the  Officers  and  Staff 
for  their  support  and  contribution  towards  the  work  summarised  in 
this  report.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supply  to  the  Urban  District  is  provided  by  the 
North  West  Gloucestershire  Water  Board. 

During  the  year  52  new  premises  and  1 existing  property  were 
connected  to  the  supply. 

There  were  no  new  mains  laid  in  the  district  other  than  those 
concerned  in  the  supply  for  new  estates. 


Samples 

21  samples  of  water  from  consumer's  taps  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  of  these  20  were  found  to 
be  entirely  satisfactory.  The  remaining  sample  was  cleared 
upon  re-examination.  The  water  going  into  supply  from  the 
Tewkesbury  and  other  sources  is  regularly  examined  bacter- 
iologicaliy,  and  for  contamination  by  heavy  metals  and 
cyanide . 

Whilst  the  predominant  source  of  supply  is  from  the  River 
Severn  source  at  Tewkesbury,  other  sources,  e.g.  Northfield, 
and  Sandford  which  are  used  to  supply  limited  areas  and  for 
emergency  purposes,  were  frequently  checked  for  bacteriol- 
ogical and  chemical  quality. 

Seven  chemical  samples  were  taken  from  consumer's  taps  and 
in  all  cases  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  for  the  purposes 
of  a domestic  supply.  A typical  analytical  return  of  a 
sample  taken  within  the  district  is  reproduced  hereunder

(v)  General 

The  water  supply  to  the  area  generally  has  throughout  the 
year  been  satisfactory  both  in  respect  of  quantity  and  quality* 
The  relatively  small  proportion  of  the  population  which  does 
not  take  water  from  the  mains  supply  (1.1$)  live  in  isolated 
parts  of  the  district  beyond  present  limits  of  supply* 

DRAINAGE  AND , SEWERAC-E 

The  foul  sewerage  systea  within  the  Urban  District  is 
connected  to  the  treatment  and  disposal  works  operated  by 
the  Cheltenham  Borough  Council  at  Hayden.  Whilst  some  of 
the  older  parts  of  the  existing  system  receive  surface  water, 
the  majority  is  ''separate'*  with  surface  water  being  discharged 
into  the  River  Chelt  or  tributary  streams.  All  new  housing 
developments  are  required  to  discharge  surface  water  separately 
either  to  existing  storm  sewers  or  watercourses.  Further 
progress  was  made  by  the  Cheltenham  Borough  Council  in  the 
improvement  to  the  Hayden  sewage  treatment  works. 

The  18"  diameter  surface  water  sewer  in  Copt  Elm  Road  was 
finally  completed  in  1972.  This  was  the  only  major  extension 
undertaken  during  the  year,  any  other  work  being  restricted 
to  minor  repairs  and  improvements  following  blockages  or  the 
discovery  of  other  minor  items  of  disrepair. 

The  infiltration  of  roots  from  trees  in  the  vicinity  of  sewers 
was  a major  contributing  factor  causing  blockages.  One 
existing  property  was  connected  to  the  sewer  during  tho  year. 

It  was  necessary  to  connect  into  the  foul  system  some  drainage 
from  the  disused  Cheltenham-Kingham  Railway  line,  formerly  used 
for  refuse  disposal,  which  had  become  a source  of  pollution, to 
a watercourse. 

The  existing  sewerage  system,  which  covers  the  whole  of  the 
built  up  area  of  Charlton  Kings,  has  in  general  operated 
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satisfactorily  during  the  year,  but  further  improvements 
will  be  necessary  and  were  in  course  of  design  during  the 
year.  Less  than  2 % of  the  houses  in  the  District  have  individual 
sewage  disposal  plants,  all  being  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
system  where  extension  is  precluded  on  practical  or  financial 
considerations.  No  new  houses  or  buildings  were  erected  during 
the  year  necessitating  the  installation  of  septic  tanks  or 
isolated  disposal  works. 

The  arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  are 
considered  to  be  satisfactory  and  adequate. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A weekly  door  to  door  collection  of  household  refuse  was 
again  operated  throughout  the  year. 

Two  vehicles  were  employed  in  the  main  on  domestic  refuse 
collection,  a Dennis  Paxit  IIIC  and  a Harrier  Ramillies, 
both  of  the  continuous  loading  type.  Two  drivers  and  six 
loaders  are  engaged  in  the  service. 

The  service  has  operated  efficiently  throughout  the  year, 
largely  due  to  the  loyalty  of  the  staff  engaged  in  the 
service.  The  incentive  bonus  scheme  introduced  in  1971 
proved  successful  in  enabling  the  Council  to  maintain  a 
stable  labour  force  for  this  important  public  health 
service  and  to  provide  additional  reward  to  the  operatives. 

The  opportunity  has  been  taken  to  introduce  the  plastic 
sack  method  of  refuse  storage  and  collection  in  two  of  the 
Council's  new  housing  developments  at  Gilbert  Ward  Court  and 
Longleat.  In  both  cases  advantages  have  accrued  to  the 
tenants  in  hygienic  improvement  and  to  the  collectors  in 
cleanliness  and  ease  of  collection. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  cost  implications  appear  to  preclude 
a further  extension  of  this  method. 

Disposal  of  household  refuse  took  place  at  tips  operated  by 
the  Cheltenham  Borough  Council,  within  the  Consortium 
arrangements,  at  Elmstone  Hardwicke  and  Stoke  Orchard. 

The  service  to  householders  for  the  collection  of  bulky  and 
extraordinary  items  of  refuse  was  continued  throughout  the 
year  and  a total  of  V7O  collections  were  made.  This  service 
is  undoubtedly  a worthwhile  preventive  measure  against  the 
illicit  dumping  of  unwanted  materials  and  equipment  in  the 
rural  areas. 


HOUSING  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  Urban  District  is  almost  entirely  residential  in  character, 
the  working  population  being  mainly  employed  in  industry, 
commerce  and  offices  in  and  around  the  adjoining  Borough  of 
Cheltenham. 

The  relatively  small  numbers  of  people  employed  within  the 
district  are  engaged  mainly  in  offices,  laundering,  light 
engineering,  the  retail  trade  and  catering. 

Housing  standards  throughout  the  district  are  generally  of 
a high  order  and  there  are  no  areas  which  collectively  call 
for  slum  cleanance  or  general  improvement. 

The  redevelopment  of  the  area  centered  on  Church  Piece,  New 
Street  and  Church  Street,  Charlton  Kings,  has  resulted  in 
the  removal  of  houses  in  the  "borderline"  category.  In  the 
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present  climate  there  would  no  doubt  have  been  many 
persons  who,  as  a speculation,  would  have  repaired  and 
improved  these  houses.  Having  regard  to  the  poor 
arrangement,  inadequate  vehicular  access  and  limited  amenity 
area,  a piecemeal  improvement  would  have  provided  a short 
term  answer  and  redevelopment  will  provide  a more  lasting  and 
satisfactory  solution. 

The ' closure  and  demolition  of  part  of  Buckles  Row  and 
the  incorporation  of  the  land  into  the  new  site  for  development 
at  East  End  Road  has  further  reduced  the  numbers  of  totally 
unfit  houses.  In  general,  therefore,  the  year  has  seen  an 
'improvement  in  the  standard  of  the  housing  stock  with  the 
'numbers  of  unfit  houses  calling  for  action  in  the  next  two 
■year 3 .Or  so,  reduced  to  6. 

Compared  frith  1971,  the  numbers  of  improvement  grants  approved 
remains  at  the  same  level,  but  the  amount  paid  by  way  of  grant 
during  the  year  rose  steeply.  There  is  again  a predominence 
of  owner/occupier  applicants  taking  up  Improvement  Grants,  a 
trend  which  will  obviously  continue  as  the  amount  of  accommo- 
dation for  renting  in  the  private  sector  continues  to  decrease. 

The  general  demand  for  housing  accommodation  shows  an  increase 
over  the  previous  year  and  reflects  not  only  the  decrease  in 
other  rented  accommodation,  but  the  begining  of  the  mortgage 
famine.  Younger  couples  now  find  themselves  forced  to  resort 
to  applying  for  Council  accommodation  because  of  increased  house 
prices  and  mortgages  and  an  increase  in  the  Council  building 
programme- -is  necessary  to  meet  this  demand.  - 

A further  block  of  flats  for  the  elderly  was  under  construction 
and  will  considerably  reduce  the  demand  from  this  sector  and 
at  the  same  time  free  ’’under  occupied”  Council  houses  for 
reletting  to  the  younger  families.
